General Assembly Declares for the Six­ 
teen to One Ratio. 
Rochester, N. Y., Nov. 21.—The gen­ 
eral assembly of the Knights of Labor 
declared Friday for free silver by the 
adoption of an additional clause to the 
seventeenth plank of the declaration 
submitted by the committee on law.

The **Sistlne Madonna.** 
Are all visitors to tho Engadine 
aware, we wonder, that the proprietor 
of one of the hotels at St. Moritz—Mr. 
Caspar Badratt—is the happy possessor 
of an admirable replica or early copy of 
Raphael’s most famous picture, 
the 
“ Sistiue Madonna?" 
We have said “ a 
replica or early copy," but Mr. Badrntt 
himself boldly claims his as the orig­ 
inal work and the Dresden picture as 
the copy. 
A handsome folio, setting 
forth his case and giving photogravures 
of the two pictures, has recently been 
published at Zurich. 
A complete his­ 
tory, with many curious details, of the 
St. Moritz picture is also given. 
It was originally iii the possession of 
Alfonso, duke of Ferrara, and was 
bought by Mr. Badrntt's father from a 
house in Reggio, in the Emilia. In 1887 
he sent it to Herr Sesar, in Augsburg, 
to be restored, and it is now for the 
most part in good condition. 
Mr. Ba­ 
dratt bases his claim for this as the 
original on certain doubts and difficul­ 
ties about the Dresden picture which 
have always exercised the art historians. 
Vasari’s account, it is urged, is so in­ 
accurate in many ways that it may be 
wrong in all. 
How were the obscure 
monks of San Sisto, in a small town 
like Piacenza, able to secure a great 
masterpiece by Raphael at the very 
height of his fame? Why did Raphael 
paint it (alone among his woiks) on 
canvas— and on coarse canvas, too, with 
two cross seams? Mr. Badrntt claims 
that Duke Alfonso was a more likely 
purchaser, aud that he commissioned 
the work as a processional banner to be 
carried in the coronation procession of 
Pope Leo X. 
Aud his—the St. Moritz—picture is 
painted on one piece of the finest aud 
strongest damask linen. All this is some

HEN we Stop to think, it la 
plain to be eeen that we 
agree with each other more 
than we disagree.

% ilic succession—on hundreds of pure­ 
ly ap sc aint ire, theological and cedes! 
antical questions we disagree with one 
another. We can't see and think alike 
on these points. There is no necessity 
for any serious division or antagon­ 
ism because of those disagreements 
On all such questions wise men and 
woman can agree to disagree. 
To divide the moral and spiritual 
forces of a community, to scoff at one 
another, to exclude each other from 
our several churches, b acana© one man 
thinks divine grace can be imparted 
only through the hands of a priest 
who belongs to the direct line of apos­ 
tolic succession; or because one man 
thinks “ to go down into the water" 
is the only real baptism. 
To split up 
over such questions is the height of 
absurdity. 
Worse than that, it is ir­ 
religious.

of loving those who sincerely disa­ 
gree with us—instead of being patient 
and tolerant, we “ bite and devour"; we 
denounce them aa unworthy of our 
fellowship we turn away from them. 
Tnis is the curse of sectarianism.

disagreements 
dis­ 
agreeable. 
“ One star differed '•“'n another 
star in glory." One fio*«u' differeth 
from another flower in form, frag­ 
rance and 
color. 
One bird sings a 
different song from the other birds. 
Bat what of it? Their disagreements 
are beautiful and harmonious. 
Oar 
disagreements are as natural and 
might be as beautiful it we

once wean ourselves from this sectar­ 
ian spirit. 
In the spirit of Him who said, “ he 
th at is not against us is for us"; and 
other sheep I have, which are not of 
this fold"—is the spirit of the radient 
teacher woo said ,4’One is your Father 
and all ye are brethren."

We* Thanksgiving Observance D egenerat­ 
ed, A fter A ll? 
It seems to tie gcm-mally held that the 
“ first Thanksgiving” came aller the first 
bountiful harvest by the pilgrims and was 
chiefly a religious feast, aud this is true 
enough, buttliis“ firHt Thanksgiving” was 
not the only one. 
It took place in 1623, 
and while all who took part were seemly 
and devout in their demeanor there was 
probably no lack of hilarity and honest, 
hearty laughter. 
In this it was probably 
more like tho modern city Thanksgiving 
observance than some rural Thanksgiving 
doings of the middle of this century and 
later. 
In another matter it resembled the 
modern day—it was marked bg what must 
have been very like athletic sports, for the 
account of the day by Mr. Winslow, one of 
the pilgrim fathers, says: 
“ Among other recreations we exercised 
our arms, many of the Indians coming 
among us, and with the rest their greatest 
king, Massasoit, with some 90 men, wiiom 
for three days we entertained and feasted.” 
Now for the other first Thanksgiving. It 
was held in 1798 in New York city and 
was the first observance of the holiday by 
the national authorities. 
In tho course of 
the day a dinner was eaten at Fraunce’s 
tavern, at which a number of itatriots got 
shamefully drunk and had a free fight, in 
which an officer's nose was broken. After 
that they had so disgraceful a quarrel 
about a turkey that Hamilton swore, and 
when Washington heard about it be swore 
twice.

It’s all right to say that the old time 
Thanksgiving dinners were the best ever 
eaten and that the features of the day’s 
celebration when we were boys Incompar­ 
ably better than tho football and other 
games that are chief features now. But if 
you were a country boy 30 or 40 years ago 
you might remember some peculiarities of 
the day as then observed that might have 
been pleasanter. 
For instance, the ser­ 
mons which I used to have to attend were 
tremendously long drawn out and exceed­ 
ingly dreary efforts, and I used to sit in 
agony through the hour and sometimes 
hour and a half consumed in their deliv­ 
ery. 
Then tho dinner. 
It was a big one 
at my father’s house, and it took days and 
days to get ready for it. 
But during all 
this time of preparation my life was a bur­ 
den. 
All the women folks were rushed 
with 
work 
and 
therefore cross and 
“ touchy,” and when I wa* not kept 
busy helping them I was boing shooed 
out of tho way, so that I should not inter­ 
fere with tho progress of affairs. So many 
persons were asked to tile dinner that we 
children had to wait invariably, and there 
were always six or seven of us. 
Now, my father was tile chief deacon of 
his church, and the minister’s boy was al­ 
ways one of the children who ‘ waited.” 
He was such a mean little chap that wo 
never got on well together whilo our elders 
ate, and I generally had to box his ears. 
Once I “ licked him good,” and then my 
father, the deacon, licked me better—so 
well that I couldn’t sit down to eat the 
cold dinner when it came time. Moreover, 
I was always so hungry when at last it 
came time to eat that I gorged myself ter­ 
ribly with the cold food, and my dreams 
those nights would be awful. 
I remem­ 
ber that one year, having great faith in 
the efficacy of preyer, I prayed that next 
year everybody might forget all about 
Thanksgiving. When tho day was remem­ 
bered and observed as usual next year, my 
faith received a great shock, which lasted 
till I remembered that faith to be effectual 
must be held by the righteous, and this I 
knew I was not.

1805.' 
The letters aud figures are in 
red to typify the horrors of the battle­ 
field where the noble work of the cour­ 
ageous women was done in ministering 
to the wounded soldiers of the south. I 
The white circle signifies the purity of 
their motives. 
The center of the medal is of bur­ 
nished gold, upon which is an enameled 
desigu in colors of a distaff and a flag. 
It is not the Confederate flag which ap­ 
pears. but the battleflug of the Confed­ 
eracy, an entirely different banner, 
which was adopted by General Beaure­ 
gard after the battle of Mauassas.

Davis preferred to use this, instead of 
the crossed bars aud stars of the Con­ 
federacy, because she argues that, what­ 
ever may be said or thought against the 
flag of secession, there is none who 
will refuse to honor the battleflag of a 
defeated but valiant people.

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THANKSGIVING DAY. 
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An annual harvest festival of Thanks­ 
giving i»s been by no means peculiar to 
country or even to modern ages. 
In­ 
deed the Hebrews had their harvest festi­ 
vals, the principal one being the autumn 
feast1 of ingathering (feast of the Taberna­ 
cles), a thanksgiving for the whole produce 
of the wine press, of the fruit orchards 
and the cornfields. 
Similarly, too, the 
Greeks and Romans had festival seasons in 
honor of Demeter, or Ceres, the goddess of 
agriculture. All these were sanctioned by 
religious rite, games and joyous indulgence 
in the pleasures of the table. 
So our 
Thanksgiving day has a noble descent in 
history, and the Puritans of Massachusetts 
not only showed their piety, but their 
scholarship, in some of the old sermons still 
extant. 
A discourse of the celebrated Dr. 
Cotton Mather on Thanksgiving is curi­ 
ous in itR learning concerning the proto­ 
types of the Puritan festival among the 
nations of the past. 
It shows how well 
the fathers knew they had linked them­ 
selves with a great historic observance. 
However the day has become shorn of 
its religious quality in the minds of the 
masses, who sacredly enjoy the Thanks­ 
giving turkey, its connection with worship 
is always earnestly enjoined by state and 
federal proclamations. 
It is indeed the 
Bole religious festival observed in the Unit­ 
ed States by virtue of civil authority. The 
annual practice in New England during 
colonial times was imitated after awhile 
by the Dutch and English governors of 
New York, and the continental congress 
proclaimed the festival annually during 
the great war struggle. It remained after­ 
ward, however, a purely state affair till, 
in 1863, President Lincoln began the prac-

more or less suspicion by the rigid Puri­ 
tans. 
Aside from churchgoing, shooting 
with the rifle at turkeys was the roost wide­ 
spread habit of the dav. This is still prac­ 
ticed to some extent In the purely rural 
communities. 
Nowadays, however, the 
overshadowing feature of the holiday in 
the way of amusements is the prevalence 
of the great football and other games se­ 
lected for that date. Our universities make 
it the occasion of their most brilliant ath­ 
letic contests. 
Out of the cities where the 
more im portant of these friendly battles 
would naturally occur local games are ar­ 
ranged which perhaps evoke as much in­ 
terest among the spectators. 
It is curious 
to observe that among all the strong and 
servile nations this tendency to connect 
national festivals with athletic contests 
has been all but universal. Among the 
Americans, Englishmen and Germans of 
today, the cognate branches of the Teuton 
•family, this is specially noticeable. 
The religious exercises of Thanksgiving 
nearly always look in some way toward 
matters of national gratitude rather than 
those of individual thanks. 
So we expect 
tho church addresses to be largely of a po­ 
litical character, dealing with topics of 
public morals. 
Our ministers naturally 
avail themselves of this escape valve to dis­ 
charge views of political questions once a 
year, and many a good stump speech, aa 
well as some poor ones, have been thus shot 
from file battery of the pulpit 
Not a few 
cif tho most powerful and eloquent ad­ 
dresses of Henry Ward Beecher, Rev. Dr. 
Storrs, Dr. Hall, Dr. E. H. Chapin aud 
other preaching celebrities have owed 
themselves to this ociusion. A sermon de­ 
livered by the lev. Dr. Palmer of New Or- 
•leanson Thanksgiving day, 1860, Is said 
to have aroused and crystallized secession 
sentiment scarcely less than Mirabean’s 
oratory did the revolutionary sentiment at 
the convocation of the French states gen­ 
eral in 1789. So, while most of the Thanks­ 
giving pulpit talking may lack pith and 
fire, it sometimes becomes a projectile of 
monstrous force and effect. 
But, after all is said, one must confess 
that the true modern significance of 
Thanksgiving is that of the feast day—the 
family feast day. 
It gathers the scattered 
branches together from far and wide to 
sacrifice at the altar of family love, where 
are enshrined the Inures and Penates of 
the old home. 
There is something of this 
feeling, too, at Christmas, but it chiefly 
the individuals of each family 
Thanksgiving seeks the gather- 
lug of the elan ami becomes in m&nv cases 
perhaps the most beautiful and delightful 
occasion of the year, full of the p u rl* jly 
aud sweetness, a veritable fountain of re­ 
freshment 
The spectacle of three or four 
generations of a family assembled together 
from distant dwoilrig pl;tees under the 
ancient family rooftree is charged, with ' 
the heart s truest poetry. The significance 
is not that it surfeits the belly with tooth­ 
some and succulent dainties, but that it 
fills the soul brimful of love and sym­ 
pathy, effervescing anew after long ab -1 
senoe. This is the truest religious sacrifice 
of the duy, and so the dinner table be­ 
comes perhaps the most consecrated shrine 
of all, though no blood of the grape is 
poured out in libation there. 
It is in the country that the finest joys 
of Thanksgiving are found. They go with 
turkey and pumpkin pie, not with terrapin 
and canvasback; with spiraling apple 
juice, not with champagne.
